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PRESIDENT LOUBET OF FRANCE. 
His Action in Closing Unauthorized Schools May Result in Bloodshed 
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Religious Question May Result in Revolution in 
France --SistersAre Urging Defiance to Govern- 
ment=-Riots.in Many Places. 


Paris, July 21.—The Catholic Women of 
France are aroused over the application 
of the law of associations and a serious 
situation prevatis in many sections of the 
republic. ° 

In the country around Brest the peo- 
ple have taken up arms and are deter- 
mined to resist any attempt at the forci- 
ble execution of the orders of ‘the pre- 
mier to close the schools. 
per men of Brest drove to St. Meen, 18 
miles from Brest, in an automobile to in- 
vestigate the situation at the Sisters 
school. Immediately after they had en- 
tered the commune a boy sounded a bu- 
gle and crowds of peasants swarmed from 
the fields, armed with pitchforks and iron 


bound sticks, shouting: 
“*‘Long live the Sisters,”’ ‘‘Long Ive lib- 
One of the reporters was dragged from 
the qutomobte and the fanatics bea'tt him 
with their pitchforks and sticks. 
Forced Them To Flee. | 
The other newspaper man explained in 


‘the Breton dialect that they had only 


come in esearch of information, but the 
crowd refused to listen to him and the 
reporter had to keep them at bay with a 
revolver. He succeeded in regaining ‘the 
automobile and drove off at full speed, 
followed by a shower of stones. 

A school at Ploudaniel, in the same 
neighborhood, «has been converted into 
a fortress. Barricades have been erected 
and the inhabitants have formed a cordon 
about the surrounding area. The lady su- 
perior said: 

‘You see our barricades. They must 
shoot us before we yield. Theré will be 
bloodshed if any one attempts ‘to enter.’ 

The population of Landerneau, 12 miles 
from Brest, has formed relays to guard 
the scnool and peasant women sit on 
‘benches opposite the gate, knitting while 
‘awaiting the coming of the gendarmes. 
They are greatly excited and declare they 
prefer to be shot rather than abandon the 
Sisters 

Will Only Yield to Force. 
The lady superior of the Landerneau 


convent said: 

“Tike true Bretons will will only yield 
to force. The women and other people 
who are guarding the school night and 
day have given us a courageous exam- 


pie.’’

the schools day and night. Sentinels are 
watching the roacs and men are sleep- 
ing on the ground in the neighborhood 
in order to be ready at the first alarm. 

Count Albert de Mun, the. clerical lead- 
ér in the chamber of deputies, is stump- 
ing the country, denouncing the action 
of the government and urging resist- 
ance. ‘ 

A strange scene, reminiscent of 
stormier, sadder days in France, oc- 
curred today at the Elysee palace. A 
large delegation of women, including the 
wives of several members of the cham- 
ber of deputies, assembled at the palace 
to endeavor personally to implore 
Madame Loubet to appeal to her hus- 
band tc stop the school prosecutions. 

Madame Loubet sent out word to them 
by General Dubois, head of the presi- 
dent’s military household, that it was 
impossible for’ her to receive a deputa- 
tion upon a subject which was solely 
within the scope of the executive. The 
wife of Deputy Reille made a violent 
protest, 

“Tell Madafie Loubet,”’ she sald, “that 
the blood of women will flow if meas- 
ures are not taken to stop this ill- 
treatment of the Sisters. We will address 
a letter to the wife of the president in 
which we will ‘declare war upon the 
oppressors. The Christian women of 
France have decided not to suffer in 
silence.’’ , 

More Decrees Signed. 

A cabinet council at the Elysee palace 
today examined the’ questions brought 
up by application of the law of ‘associa- 
tions. President Loubet signed a decree 
Submitted by the prémier, M. Combes, 
ordering the forcible closure of twenty- 
six congregationalist schools in Paris 
and in the department of the Seine’which 
have refused to disperse voluntarily. 

Decrees closing forcibly similar places 
will be signed so soon as the prefects 
are received. 

The Journal Officiel publishes a decree 
signed by President Loubet, designing 
twélve congregationist schools in Pacis 
and fourteen in the department of the 
Seine, which ‘it orders to be closed im- 
mediately as they have been opened since 
the passage of the law of associations, 
without authorization. As a matter of 
fact, most of the schools designated have 
been closed already, and the sisters in 
charge of them have returned to con- 
vents.

Clarence H. Perkins, a young white 
man 21 years of age, was arrested last 
night shortly before midnight on a war- 
rant charging him with kidnaping his 
3-year-old child, Ruby, Thursday after- 
noon. 

Perkins had succeeded itn secreting the 
child, however, and no trace of it has 
been found by the officers. With a smile 
of confidence on his features, Perkins last 
night declared that he had placed the 
little girl in a safe hiding place and de- 


’ fied officers or his wife to find her. 


“If they find her they can have her,” 
he remarked serenely. 

Perkins and his wife have been sepa- 
rated for some time, and Mrs. Perkins 
resides at 197 Foundry street. 


vicinity of his wife’s home for two days 
watching for a chance to take the child 
away. Thursday afternoon that chance 
came. Ruby was playing out on the 
sidewalk in front of the house, and quick- 
ly going to the spot the father picked 
her up and started up Foundry street. 

Miss Dora Rice, a sister of Mrs. Per- 
kins, instantly darted out in pursuit and 
chased Perkins for nearly a mile. She 
ran him to North avenue, when he 
dodged among some freight cars and 
made his escape. 

A warrant for bis-arrest-was sworr out 
Thursday night before Justice of the 
Peace Edgar H. Orr and the city and 
county police were yesterday instructed 
to ‘look out for Perkins. 

Hiding Place Located. 

City Policemen Poole and Maddox 
learned last night that the young man 
was at the home of his father, 224 Linden 
avenue, and going there took him into 
custody. Perkins was in bed asleep when 
the officers arrived and was awakened 
by his father. Perkins willingly submitted 
to arrest. 

On arrival] at the police station Station 
Sergeant Braselton, in dockeTing the case, 
asked: 

‘‘Where is the child?’ 

“Oh, I’ve got her stéred away,” 
the young father, cheerfully. 

Perkins declares that Me Btole the child 
because the mother is not the proper per- 
son to raise it and care for it. He does 
not seem to fear the consequences of 
what he has done. He says he will serve 
twelve months, or three years, or any 
other sentence, but that he does not pro- 
pose to give up his child. 

Perkins was seen by a Constitution rep- 
resentative and made the following state- 
ment: 

“I took the child for the reason that I 
believe I have a perfect right to do so. 
I have made repeated efforts to induce 
my wife to live with me and she has 
refused all my propositions. I finally de- 
termined that I would have my child, 
and I put my intentions into execution. 
I laid, for the child for two days before 
a favorable opportunity was presented. I 
wanted the possession of the child because 
its mother is not the proper person to 
care for it. I can submit proofs to show 
this. . 

Must Find Her First. 

“T have got the child now, and if they 
find her they can have her. Now, if they 
will give a reward of $150 for her and 
agree to give me half, I will disclose her 
whereabouts and then fight in the courts 
for her possession. They have got me 
and can do what they please with me. 
They can send me to the chaingang or the 
penitentiary, but they won't get the child. 
If they do, I'll be badly fooled.”’ 

Perkins was asked if the child is stlij; 
in Atlanta. 

“Well, she is outside of the corporate 
limits,”"* he replied. 

The young man states that he walked 
home with hfs wife from her work a few 
Gays ago and tried to get her to live 
with him, but that she replied*she would 
rot fve with him again to save his life. 

‘When she said that,’ states Perkins, 
“the ire was aroused in me, and I told her 
I would make her heart ache for that 
conversation.”

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Thousands Gathered in the 
Arena To See Battle Between 
lhe Heanywelghls 


OMEN WERE SCATTERED 


THROUGHOUT THE ARENA 


Prominent Men from All Parts of the 
United States Present—Crowd 
Was Very Orderly—Large 
Sum Taken in by the 

Promoters. —§—- 


San Francisco, July 25.—It was late in 
the: afternoon when. the ° great. . canopy 
covering the o¢tagonal ring in Which the 
battle took place was finally stretched. 
The grounds were then cleared by the 
police and stragglers were ejected. Be- 
fore sundown long lines of men formed 
on Valencia street.and St. Julian avenue 
and awaited the opening of the two gates. 

At 8:4 p..m. the house was practically 
filled. The late Jack Dempsey’s belt, 
which was brought here from Portland, 
was brought to the ring and exhibited for 
the purpose of selling tickets for the 
benefit of Dempsey’s widow and children. 

There was no disorder until 8 o'clock. 
when the crush became heavy, but 240 
policemen, under Chief Wilmann, handled 
the crowd well. 

The arc lights over the ring were turned 
on at 7:45 o’clock, by which time the 
bleachers, holding fully 5,000 people, were 
filled.; The usual night fog did not pre- 
vail, and although the evening air was 
chilly, there was no. discomfort. 

Kid Egan, representing the champion: 
Clark Ball, for Fitzsimmons, and Alex 
Greggains, for the San Francisco -Ath- 
letic Club, inspected the premises at 8 
o’clock and agreed that all was in readi- 
ness for the fight. 

FROM SERIES OF TIERS 
THEY WITNESSED FIGHT 

The gates were opened at 6 o’clock and 

the ticket holders began to flock in. 


The gallery consisted of a series of | 


tiers, the last one resting against the im- 
provised back wall, ar high board fence, 
sloping. down to the ‘ground level. The 


occupants of these seats’ really were af- / 


forded. the best view of alf that occurred 
in the ring. At 7:30 o’clock the gallery 
was full and the doors leading to the 
more favored sections were opened and 


seats gradually filled up. A number 
well-known faces were among the ea 
arrivals. George Siler occupied a seat 
the press row at the ringside. 

In one of the boxes to the west of the 
ringside sat Mayor Eugene Schmitz. itn 
company with other city officials. Touts 
Ezell, the racing man, sat near’ Jack 
Ringling, the circus man. while Fd Rig- 
ner, Ed Kelly and*Sid Herman océupled 
choice seats. Lew Hawkins, the veteran 
minstrel, and George Boniface, Jr., Percy 
Williams of Brooklyn, Ed Dunston of 
Chicago, James Morrissey and Frank Mc- 
Grath of Milwaukee, William Carpenter 
Kemp and Mike Kennedy came early. 

The arrangements of the arena and con- 
struction of the ring were something of 
a departure’ from the usual lines followed 
in such matters. 

In a vacant lot at Fourteenth and Yal- 
encia streets a high board fence was 
erected. In the center of the space the 
ring was built, the floor being 4 feet from 
the ground. 

On the four sides of the ring were ar- 
ranged the press seats and immediately 
back of them the boxes, which were 
simply spaces partitioned off and twenty- 
four chairs placed in each compartment. 
These rested on the ground ‘without the 
least elevation. 

DESCRIPTION OF RING .. 
IN WHICH THEY FOUGHT 

Back of the boxes came long rows of 
board seats, or benches, all on the same 
level, with conveniently arranged. aisles. 

To the rear and back of the board fence 
were placed the gallery benches. The 
ring was a substantially constructed af- 
fair. Built upon a good foundation of 
solid timbers, the floor was made of a 
double thickness of inch boards. Over 
these there was a heavy padding of felt. 
1 inch in thickness. 

A heavy brown canvas, _ drawn tightly 
and’ fastened at the edges, completed a 
solid and safe ring. 

The lights were suspended from four 
upright posts, one at each corner of the 
ring. These uprights sloped gradually 
toward the center, and a succession of 
cross beams the top held fourteen are 
lights, and over the whole a canvas tent 
covered the seats as far out as the “gal- 
lery’’ seats. The ropes of the ring were 
of the latest thing in that line, consisting 
of heavy, smooth, l1-inch cotton * rope. 
Two of these, the first 3 feet from the 
floor ang the second 18 imches above it, 
were guyed from the uprights whichtheld 
the lights and tent. There were no sharp 
corners. 

Across the canvas there were placed 
short padded ropes that cut out the sharp 
angles, but still left the ring a full sized 
affair. The wind came sweeping through 
a big 15-foot rent in the canvas that 
covered the ring and stirred up the dust 
about the ringside. Clark Ball, who lovks 
after Fitzsimmons’ interests, came in,

San Francisco, July %.—After 
the fight Champion Jeffries ' was 
seen in his dressing room. He was 
jubilant over his success, despite 
the terrible scars of battle. He 
sald: ° : 

“Well, I have won, just as I ex- 
pected to. Jt was a fierce fight, 
the fiercest I ever had. but I won. 
Yes, I got.a good .beating.as far 
as the marks of battle count, but 
then I rather expected that. — I 
knew Fitzsimmons had a cutting 
punch and would lafid it at some 
time of the fight. But the few. 
marks ‘and ‘the loss’ of' a IHittle 
blood won’t hurt a man. I took 
them and only waited for the op- 
portunity to land my punch. I 
found out Fitzsimmons could aot 
jar me, even with his -famous 
right. He cut me-up, of course, 
but that did not hurt. I never 
was tired at any stage and was 
stronger than Fitzsimmons at all 
stages. You saw that he wore 
heavy bandages.

FITZ STOPPED 10 TALK 
AND LOST TRE BATTLE 


Up to the Delivery of the Knockout 
Blows Fitz Seemed To Have Jef- 
fries Going — Fitz Drew 
First Blood. 


San Francisco, July %.—After fighting 
@ battle of eight roufids that was fraught 
with brilliant and courageous work, 
Robert Fitzsimmons tonight forfeited his 
last claim upon the heavyweight cham- 
pionship. He was knocked to the floor 
by James J, Jeffries and counted out 
after he had so badly punished the cham- 
pion that it wad a foregone conclusion 
among the spectators that the Cornish- 
man must win. 

Bleeding from a number of gashes in 
the face, apparently weakening and clear- 
ly unable to cope with Fitzsimmons’ su- 
perior skill, Jeffries delivered two lucky 
punches as Fitzsimmons paused in his 
fighting toward him and turned the tide. 
The battle was brief, byt noteworthy, 
and will live in pugilistic annals. Fitz- 
simmons tried once to rise from the mat, 
but sank back again in helplessness and 
heard himself counted out, where but @ 
moment before he had all the better of it. 

“T will never fight again,” said the 
battle-scarred veteran of the ring, when 
he had sufficiently recovered to walk. 

“The fight was won fairly, and to the 
best man belongs the laurels.”’ 

“You are the most dangerous man 
alive,”’ said Jeffries in return, “and I 
consider myself lucky to have won when 
I did.” 

Fitzsimmons had been fighting at a 
furious gait, cool and deliberate, and 
chopping the champion to pieces with 
the terrific rights and: lefts that have 
made him famous, and the result was a 
surprise. 

DRAUGHT HORSE AND RACER 
FROM THE TAP OF GON« 

It was the daught horse and the racer 
from the tap of the gong.» When the men 
came together Fitz appeared rather wor-’ 
ried, but upon opening of the first. round 
he assumed a confidence and fought with 
the deliberation of the general that he ts. 

As early as the second round Fitzsim- 
mons had Jeffries bleeding profusely 
Again and again 
he landed on his bulky opponent, getting: 
away in such a clever manner -that- he 
roused the big crowd to enthusiastic 
cheering. It seemed, indeed, that Jef- 
fries could scarcely stand the pace. 

But the eighth round came, and after 
a series of hot exchanges Fitzsimmons 
paused with his guard down and spoke 
to the champion. The latter’s reply was 
two terrific blows that saved him the 
championship and removed the veteran 
Fitzsimmons from the fistic arena. Fits- 
simmons took his defeat with good cheer. 
He walked to the center of the ring, and 
raising his hand addressed the multitude, 
saying: 

“The best man has won. Had I beaten 
Jeffries tonight I would have conceded 
him the championship and then fgrever 
retired. I retire just the same now, but 
without having accomplished my ambl- 
tion. I am satisfied.” 

JEFFRIES STRONG AS OX, 
FITZSIMMONS DECLARES 

Asked why he did all the leading, Fitz- 
simmons indignantly denied the allega- 
tion and said that Jeffries did a great 
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fusion ensued. These things were soon 
straightened, however, and when the 
principals of the preliminary fight came 
in there was hardly a vacant place in all 
the 8,300 provided seats. 
JEFFRIES AND FITZ GIVEN 

A VERY WARM RECEPTION 

- At 8:20 p. m. Fitzsimmons arrived in a 
carriage at the entrance on. Valencia 
street. He was cheered by the crowd 
that stood at the entrance. Ff{tzslmmons 
went immediately to his dressing tent 
at the right of the main entrance and 
proceeded to dress. He Was accom- 
panied by his manager, Clark Ball. 

At 8:46 p. m. Jeffries arrived on the 
ground and went to his dressing room. 
He was accompanied by Billy Delaney, 
Jack Jeffords and Joe Kennedy. 

Fitzsimmons declared he never felt 
better and said he would win. He 
was in a cheerful frame of mind and in- 
quired about the crowd in attendance 
and other matters incident to the fight. 
At the appearance of the Jeffries party 
the crowd sent up a terrific roar, Jef- 
fries responding by a wave of the hafa. 
Proceeding. directly to his dressing tent, 
Jeffries immediately got ready to don 
his ring costume. He was not in a 
talkative mood, but appeared calm and 
confident. He inquired about the af- 
tendance and expressed’ satisfaction 
when told the place was jammed. 

There was so little ringside betting 
that it was hardly appreciable... The odds 
were about the same that have — 
the past few days—10 to 4 ~- 

At 8:47 the only preliminary fight was 
put on. It was a twenty-round affair 
between the two local middleweights— 
Dave Barry and Harry Foley. 

There were a few heavily velled women 
noticeable among  fhose : seated in the 
boxes. Their pres®nce was passed over 
by the crowd’ without any demonstration 
of disapproval, as ig usual in such cases.

| UNITED - STATES WON'T “ACT 
Note Deals Principally with the Su- 


gar Question, References to the 
Trusts Being Incidental 


——— 


| Washington, July %.~Through. the 


‘United States charge of the embassy at 
St. Petersburg, Mr. Riddle, the state de- 
partmept has just received a note touch- 
ing on trusts from the government of 
Russia, which has caused so much com- 
ment in Europe. 

-This note, which takes the form of a 
circular, was identical and was handed 
in St. Petersburg to the representatives 
of all powers that participated in the 
Brusselg sugar conference and to Mr. 
Riddle for transmission to his government 
at Washington. The United States” was 
not represented at the Brussels confer- 
ence and jt is supposed the note was aup- 
plied as a matter of information and a 
courtesy. 

In the present view the United States 
executive cannot participate in such a 
conference as it described because of 
constitutional limitations that cannot be 
escaped even if there are no other objec- 
tions. 

It appears that the note’s references to 
trusts, which are rather of an incidental 
and alternative eharacter, have attracted 
the principal share of public attention, 
although the whole note appears to be 
framed as an argument in support of the 
Russian system of regulating sugar pro- 
duction and export. The reference to an 
international trust conference is actually, 
therefore, presented in the shape of an al- 
ternative proposal, or rather suggestion 
only, in case the soundness of the Rus- 
sian contention in support of its present 
system is successfully challenged. The 
department cannot do more at this stage 
than it has done, namely, return polite 
acknowledgment through Mr. Riddle vf 
the note and watch developments in 
Europe. It is not supposed that there will 
be at once any action toward calling an- 
other congress, but rather that the de- 
cision as to the character of the Russian 
system of regulation of sugar production 
will proceed; certainly up to the date set 
for the application of the agreement 
reached at Brussels for the stoppage of 
sugar bounties and the exclusion from 


importation of bounty aided sugars,

FIVE ARE KILLED IN WRECK. 


Train in Arizona Plunges Over an 
Embankment. 

Tucson, Ariz., July 2.—Five persons 
were killed and a number injured in a 
wreck yesterday near Liano, 70 miles 
south of Nogales. 

The northbound international train was 
derailed by a washout and the engine, 
baggage car, two passenger coaches and 

Pullman sleeper went over an embank- 

ent. The baggage car and coacn were 
ena to kindling wood, but the first- 
class coaches and the Pullman escaped 
with slight injury. 

The killed and seriously injured were all 
in the second-class coach. 

A brakeman and an engineer, who were 
deadheading, and three Mexicans, were 
killed outright. Three passengers were 
seriously injured. Many others received 
slight injuries and bruises. The engineer 
and fireman escaped injury. The engine 
was buried up to the top of ‘the wheels

LIVES AND PROPERTY LOST 


In the Fire Which Raged at Albany, 
New York. 

Albany, N. Y., July 25.—One fireman 
dead, one in the hospital believed to be 
dying and another seriously injured, in 
addition to a monetary loss variously es- 
timated at from $500,000 to $750,000, is the 
result of the fire which broke out in 
the heart of the business district shortly 
before 3 o’clock this morning. 

The dead fireman is D. K. Bishop, an 
auxiliary member of the insurance pa- 
trol] and prominent in the city’s social 
and financial circles. 

James J. Shelly, a fellow-member of 
the patrol; was dug out of a mass of 
wreckage badly burned and hips dislo- 
cated, both legs broken, one arm shat- 
tered and severe internal injuries. He 
will probably die. 

Another fireman who is seriously in- 
jured is Frank H. Wetherway, superin- 
tendent of the insurance patrol, who is 
suffering from concussion of the spine 
and internal injuries. 

The fire started on the top floor of the 
public market building on Beaver street 
and spread rapidly to the Columbia ho- 
te] and the Etks’ club house, which ad- 
join it, west and east, respectively. While 
the firemen were at work the front wall 
of the market building buckled and al- 
most immediately fell, carrying with {ft 
the upper story of the Columbia, hotel. 
It was in the latter building that the 
firemen met their fate. They were 
spreading tarpaulins on the upper floor 
and were caught under the mass of 
wreckage.

Washington, July 25.—Copies of Manila 
papers received at the war department 
contain the defense of Major Edwin A. 
Gienn, who was tried by courtmartial on 


the charge of having administered the 


water cure to#Filipino natives. 

The particular case upon-which stress 
was laid was that of the presidente of 
Igbares. Glenn acknowledged the act, 
but justified it on the ground that he 
wanted the information withheld by the 
presidente and which he obtained by this 
water cure application. In his plea, 
which was quite long, Major Glenn 
makes some startling assertions. He 
says: 

“I found very soon after my arrival in 
Panay that every man’s hand was against 
us; that every man and woman and child 
in the island was an enemy, and, in my 
judgment, they are today and will al- 
ways be.’’ 

He then continues: 

“Practically every presidente and other 
official in these islands have been playing 
double. They organized and were the 
active members of the secret societies 
known as the Katipunan, ete., whose 
avowed objects were to advance the 
cause of ‘independence’ in any and all 
Ways, and under this high sounding 
phrase they have made use of every 
means forbidden to them by the laws of 
war. These men of peace have actually 
waged war by killing straggling Ameri- 
can soldiers. They have made use of 
poison in the drinks sold to American 
soldiers. They have poisoned their ar- 
rows and the tips of their spears and 
bolos, together with the Bamboo tips 
placed in the deadly traps that abounded 
on the trails. They have hired assassins 
to kill those who were even, suspected of 
being friendly to the Americans and have 
likewise endeavored to have our Ameri- 
can officers assassinated. They openly 
stated in the Island of Bohol that they 
would gladly sacrifice twenty natives for 
every American officer assassinated. 
They employed corps of assassins, who, 
under the names of Ducot, Mandoducot 
or Sandatahan, spread death and terror 
in their wake." 

Major Glenn then gives the details lead- 
ing up to the administration of the water 
cure to the presidente, the facts of which 
were brought out in the senate Philippine 
investigation. He declares he “did no 
more than any other man with good sense 
would have done. I am convinced that 
my action resulted in hastening the 
termination of hostilities and directly re- 
sulted in saving many human lives, and 
directly injured no one.” 


TOBACCO ASSOCIATION MEETS. 


Second Annual Session Convenes at 
Fort Monroe, Va. 

Fort Monroe, Va., July 25.—The second 

annual convention of the Tobacco Asso- 

ciation of the United States met here to- 


day. 
President T. M. Carrington, of Rich- 


mond, read his annua] report. The re- 
port contained many suggestions ‘of in- 
terest to tobacco men, as well as general 
information as to the trade in the United 


States. 

Secretary John Hagan, of Richmond, 
read the proceedings of the first annual] 
session. Mr. Hagan then submitted his 
annual report as secretary and treasurer, 
It showed that eighty-nine members had 
been added to the association, the mem- 
bership of which now numbers 34. One 
member died during the year. The report 
was adopted. 

The report of the committee on revision 
of by-laws was submitted by Chairman 
T. D. Luckett, of Clarksville, Tenn. The 
report was very short, making but one 
recommendation. This was a change in 
the membership fee from $2 to $5, whXh 
must be paid each year by October 1, 
The recommendation created much com- 
ment, as some of the members thought 
the fee should be $10. The report further 
recommended that a committee of three 
be named to make further changes in the 
by-laws and report to the convention at 
the next annual session. The motion to 
increase the membership fee from $2 to 
$10 was lost and the report of the com- 
mittee, making it $5, was unanimously 
adopted. 

A committee was named to select a 
or for holding the next annual conven- 
tion. 

The conventidn was addressed by 
Thomas C. Alloway and Dr. R. B, Me- 
Kenny, who are connected with the de- 
partment of agriculture in Washington. 
Mr. Alloway confined his remarks to 
statistics and Dr. McKenny talked on 
the subject of diseases in tobacco.

RUSSIA MUST BE, CAREFUL

Independence of Korea Is Guaranteed 
and Army and Navy Are To 
Be Increased. 


St. Petersburg, July 25.—A special dis-’ 
patch from Seoul, Korea, announces the 
conclusion of an important agreement be- 
tween the British and Japanese minis- 
ters to Korea on one hand and the Jap- 
anese councillor, special advisor of the 
Korean emperor, on the. other, by which 
Great Britain and Japan mutually guar- 
antee ,Korea’s independence and pledge 
her their. support. and assistance in all 
important undertakings. . 

In, return Korea agrees to raise her 
naval and military establishment to a 
footing sufficient. for her own defense 
and also in case of raising a foreign loan' 
she agrees to. resfrict herself to the mar- 
kets of Great Britain, Japan and the, 
United States. She further agrees that 
no foreigners shall be appointed to posi-- 
tions in the Korean state service, that 
measures shall be taken for the protec- 
tion of the Korean territory, and that a 
protest shall be immediately made against 
any state or person attempting to erect 
works or buildings situated so as to 
prejudice Korea's scheme for national 
defense. 

No Official Advice Received. 

Washington, July 25.—Much interest 
was manifested by Mr. Minhuich, the 
Korean minister here, and by,the Japan- 
ese legation officials who are at Wash- 
ington, in the announcement of the con- 
clusion of an important agreement be- 
twen the United States and Japan pledg- 
ing the independence of Korea and in- 
volving reciprocity ¢oncessions on the 
part of the Korean government. How- 
ever, neither the Japanese nor Korean 
legations haye been officialy advised of 
the conclusion of thé agreement. 

It is pointed here that the United 
States already has a treaty of peace, 
amity, commerce and navigation with 
Korea, signed in 1882, and providing that, 
‘if other powers deal unjustly or Op- 
pressively with either government, the 
other wil] exert their good Offices on be- 
ing informed of the case.’ 

The new agreement is regarded in some 
quarters here as being an aftermath to 
the offensive and defensive alliance en- 
tered into between Great Britain and 
Japan for their interests in the east, and 
as a further safeguard against territorial 
aggrandizement by any of the great pow- 
ers in the Orient.

SHOUT STRIKING MINERS 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 2.—President 
Mitchell returned to strike headquarters 
in this city this evening. 

To the Associated Press correspondent 
Mr. Mitchell said there was no change 
in the anthracite region. The strikers 
were remaining firm and very confident 
of victory. 

As regards the stination in West Vir- 
ginia, Mr. Mitchell said the courts would 
be appealed to through habeas corpus 
proceedings to secure the release of or- 
ganizers of the miners union sentenced 
to jail for contempt. If their liberty 
cannot be secured, through the courts, 
then the aigher authorities wiIT be asked 
to pardon the men. 

The chief of the United Mine Workers 
said the notices posted by the coal opera- 
tors in the Kanawaa and New river fields 
in West Virginia, stating that all mines 
will resume operations on the 28th inst., 
and that all employees not reporting for 
work on that date will be discharged, 
will have no effect on the strikers, 

‘That is an old trick of the operators,” 
continued Mr. Mitchell. “‘The miners of 
West Virginia are battling for a just 
cause and justice demands that they be 
granted the concessions asked for.”’ 

‘Mother’ Jones Not Afraid. 
Parkersburg,. W. Va., July 25.—District 
Attorney Blizzard in -the United States 
court this morning stated that there were 
eleven cases pending of alleged violators 
of the court’s injunction, but that if 
they wculd agree t» refrain from further 
violations he would consent to their re- 
lease on their own recognizance. The 
court agreed to this and they were re- 
leased pending their good behavior.

Charleston, W. Va., July 2.—Chariles- 
ton is crowded with strikers from Louls 
Creek, who are here to attend the trial 
of President Richards and others, who 
are charged with having violated the in- 
junctions issued by Federal Judge Keller 
some time ago. The trial wag to have 
commenced today, but a wreck on the 
Norfolk and Western railroad prevented 
Judge Keller reaching here. This has de- 
layed the hearing until tomorrow. The 
coal districts are quiet today. 

Second in interest to the trial of Rich- 
ards and his associates is the eviction of 
strikers occupying company houses, 
which is to commence next Monday. This 
notice was posted today at all mines in 
the Kanawha and New River fields. 

“All persons desiring to work in the 
mines at the same places and under the 
conditions prevailing June 7, 1902, must 
report to the mine boss ready for work 
Monday morning, July 28. All persons 
who refuse to work on that day must cal] 
at the office, settle their accounts, get 
their pay, if anytbing is due them, -and 
quit the respective company’s premises.”’

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Convict Not Mistreated. 

Griffin, Ga., July 2.—(Special.)—Sensa- 
tional rumors have been afloat in the 
city for the past few days to the effect 
that Isham Barrow, a negro convict, 
who died last Friday, came to his death 
from brutal treatment at the hands of 
the convict Bosses. The rumors culminat- 
ed today in the matter being brought 
to the attention of Judge E. W. Ham- 
mond, of the city court, who ordered the 
coroner to hold an inquest over the re- 
mains. This was done this afternoon and 
the jury brougnt in a verdict exculpating 
the officials and declaring the negro came 
to his death from natural causes. Barrow 
was sentenced to the chaingang 
Tuesday, July 16, to serve a sixty-day 
sentence.

FIGHT OF HEAVYWEIGHTS — THREE GO DOWN 


IS DESCRIBED BY ROUNDS 
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FIGHTING FACE OF JEFFRIES. 
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Fitzsimmons Draws First Blood and Has Jeffries 
Badly Worried Until the Latter Gets in Two 
Lucky Punches in Eighth. 


San Francisco. July 2%.—A description 
of the fight by rounds follows: 

Round 1—They came oanickly to the 
center. Jeffries in a half crouching at- 
titude, both feinting rapidly. Jeffries 
followed Bob around feinting with lef 
and looking for an opening. Fitzsim- 
mons was the first to lead. He sent 
short right jab to the jaw and another a 
moment later. Jeffries crouched and 
rushed, but Fitzsimmons neatly stepped 
out of the way. Jeffries rushed again 
and Fitzsimmons smothered his left for 
the body. Both did a lot of feinting, 
Jeffries finally trying his left for the 
face, but it fell short. He forced his 
man into the corner, but missed a hara 
left swing. Then Fitzsimmons tried for 
face, landing lightly. Jeffries sent in a 
hard left on the body and Bob coun- 
tered on the head without damage. Jef- 
fries continued to force his man, and 
when the gong sounded corners he was 
on the aggressive. When the champion 
took his corner his nose was bleeding 
slightly from one of Fitzsimmons’ left 
jabs. He looked confident, however, and 
sat watching Fitzsimmons during the 
minute’s rest. 

First Blood for Fitz. 

Round 2—Jeffries went right after 
Fizsimmons, trying left for the head and 
falling short. Fitzsimmons jabbed left 
to the neck and Jeffries smiled and 
forced him to the corner. Bob quickly 
side-stepped out of the way. Fitzsim- 
mons tried right for the head, but was 
quickly and neatly blocked. Fitzsim- 
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mons broke ground before Jeffries’ left, 
but finally tried a left for the head. It 
was light, however, and the champion 
caught it on the shoulder. They ex- 
changed lefts, Bob putting stiff left on 
the face. Jeffries erouched lower and 
sent Fitzsimmons back against the ropes 
with a left on the body. Fitzsimmons 
put two left hooks on the face and got 
out of the way of the champion’s left. 
Jeffries went at him with a stiff left on 
the head, but got a left jab on the nose 
that brought blood in a stream. At the 
close of the round Jeffries was somewhat 
worried, but took matters coolly during 
the minute’s rest. His nose was bleeding 
freely. Fitzsimmons, on the other hand, 
was as cool as a cucumber and wis not 
in the least winded. 

Round 3—Jeffries came up forcing mat- 
ters. His bloody nose annoyed him a 
little. He changed his tactics for a mo- 
ment and stood up straight. Two left 
leads were blocked by Fitzsimmons and 
a left on Jeffries’ sore nose was landed 
hy him. Jeffries tried another left, but 
was stopped with a left jab on the face. 
In a clinch Jeffries pusheg Fitzsimmons 
back. Fitzsimmons put a stiff one on 
the nose and Jeffries bled freely. Jef- 
fries’ cheek was opened with a left hook 
and more blood flowed. The champion 
rushed, swinging left and right. They 
were blocked, but another left caught 
Bob hard in the stomach. Bob jabbed 
left to face twice. Jeffries looked wor- 
ried. Fitzsimmons was cool and got out 
of the way. Jeffries’ face was covered 
with blood at the end of the round from 
his nose and a gash over the tight eye.

Jeffries Looks Enraged. 

Round 4—Jeffries looked enraged as he 
crouched and clinched his lips. He was 
very careful and kept clear of, Fitzsim- 
mons’ left jabs. Bob blocked two swings 
for the head and got out of reach of an- 
other. A moment later they came to- 
gether and exchanged lefts on face. Fitz- 
simmons put short right hook on tie 
head and Jeffries janded left on the chest. 
Fitzsimmons put Jeffries’ head back with 
a left jab and started the blood. Jeffries 
got another right on head, but came in 
with two left hooks, one for the head and 
another for the body. ,Fitzsimmons was 
getting away, however, and the force was 
broken. Bob landed @ stiff left on the 
body, but got a right on the head. Fitz- 
simmons then took a turn at forcing, 
putting left on face twice and compelling 
Jeffries to duck away. Jeffries looked 
worried as he listened to Delaney’s in- 
structions at the end of the round. 

Round 5—They feinted for a moment, 
then Jeffries led left for the body and 
got a chop on the body. Fitzsimmons 
got a left to Jeffries’ face but took left 
and right on the body. Jeffries forced 
Fitzsimmons to the ropes and put left on 
face twice. Fitzsimmons clinched and 
when they broke sent in two body blows 
from left and right delivered from the 
hips. They clinched repeatedly. Fitz- 
simmons put a terrific right on the jaw 
and a moment later a left on the face. 
Jeffries cut Fitzsimmons’ right cheek with 
a left. They fought rapidly Fitzsimmons 
cutting Jeffries’ face with his left and 
putting right on head. Jeffries was bleed- 
ing freely and was tired. Just before the 
close of the round Fitzsimmons put a 
right over Jeffries’ left eye cutting .t 
and bringing blood. Jeffries was not 
winded, but was bleeding from the nose, 
left eye and right cheek. The only mark 
on Fitzsimmons was a Slight abrasion on 
the right cheek. 

Jeffries Rushes in Vain. 

Round 6—Jeffries came up and crouched 
low. He missed his first attempt with a 
left for the head. He rushed, but Fitz- 
simmons blocked every blow and got out 
of the way. Fitzsimmons put a right on 
Jeffries head, one on the body and an- 
other on the nose. Jeffries broke ground 
and ducked out of the way. They ex- 
changed lefts on the head, Fitzsimmons 
being the most damaging. Jeffries rushed 
again and again, but he was smothered 
and took three rights and a left on the 
1.ce. Jeffries rushed Fitzsimmons to the 
ropes, but got a right and left on the 
face, which started the blood afresh. 
Fitzsimmons showed ee clever- 
ness in getting away from rushes. His 
left jabs were cutting and just as the 
gcng sounded he put another on Jeffries’ 
sore mouth and nose. 

Round 7—Jeffries showed up well and 
rushed Fitzsimmons determinedly. He 
put left on the body, but took left and 


right on the head. Neither were damag- ° 


ing, however, and when‘a moment later 
they came together Jeffries put two ter- 
rific Mt swings on the body and hea. 
Jeffries wore a determined look. As he 
stopped to spit Fitzsimmons jabbed him 
three times in the mouth and forced him 
to the ropes. Jeffries came back like an 
enraged bull and bleeding from his nose, 
mouth and cheek, he rushed the smaller 
man to the ropes, putting left on body 
and right over the heart.

IN TEXAS FLOOD 


Cloudburst Is Followed by 
Cloudburst in Portions 
of Texas. 


WASHOUTS REPORTED 
BY THE RRAILROADS 


B. Whitely and Little Daughter First 
Victims in West Texas, and 
Attorney Goodner Loses 
His Life Trying To 

Save Others. | 


Dallas, Tex., July 2.—The rainfall in 
west Texas, which is characterized as 
the worst ever known, continued today. 
and at Stephensville three lives were lost 
in a rushing torrent of water. Several 
houses were surrounded by the flood, and 
B. Whitely, in attempting to rescue his 
family, was drowned with his little 
daughter. Later in the day Assistant 
County Attorney Goodner was drowned 
in an attempt to rescue the same famiiy. 
None of the bodies have been recovered. 

Cloud®prst was followed by cloudburst 
in west Texas, and lakes and seas of wa- 
ter have inundated the country, causing 
great icss to the railroads and interrunt- 
ink traffic and travel. The worst feature 
is that the rain continues to descend in 
torrents as far east as Weatherford. The 
downpour is the heaviest ever recorded 
in west Texas, which fs subject to pro- 
tracted droughts that are generally 
broken by heavy rains, which gorge the 
canons. The water in the Pecos valley 
country is 20 feet deeper than ever 
known. 

Several washouts have occurred on the 
joint track used by the Texas and Pacific 
and Southern Pacific railways between 
Sierra Blanca and El Paso, and south of 
Sierra Blanca the Southern Pacific has 
suffered. It is doubtful if the Pecos 
valley road can be put in condition to 
move trains under ten days or two weeks, 
even should the rain cease now. 

Railroad officials report that as fast as 
the track has been washed away or 
bridges destroyed they have been replaced 
only to be again destroyed by the swirl- 
ing waters. There has been no through 
travel since Tuesday. :

Washington, July 2%.—The circulars for 
the two new battle ships, the Connecticut 
and Louisiana, were issued by the navy 
department today. Plang will be ready 
August .1. The Connecticut will be buiit 
in the New York navy yard. The bids 
will be opened about October 1. The 
maximum time for cons “tion of the 
Louisiana is forty-two mo:. .™ For any 
delay beyond the contract dini@ the builu- 
ers are to forfeit $300 per day for the first 
month and $600 a day thereafter. In con- 
sidering bids preference will be given to 
the bidder who offers to construct the 
ship in the shortest time. ‘The speed of 
the ship is to be 18 knots. If it falls be- 
low that Mmit $50,000 is to be deducted 
from the contract price for each quarter 
knot down to 17 knots, and $100,000 for eaca 
quarter knot below the latter figure down 
to 161-2 knots. If tne ship fails to make 
16 1-2 knots the secretary of the navy can

Macon Streets Will Not Be 
Closed to Competition, 


Merger of Lines Will Be Carefully 
Considered by the Mayor and 
Council Before Action Is 
Taken — Other News 
in Brief. 


+. 


Macon, Ga., 25.—(Special.)—It ap- 
pears very certh#g that the mayor and 
aldermen will consider very carefully the 
application for their ratification of the 
proposed merger or consolidation of the 
three street railway lines of Macon, 
namely, the, Macon Consolidated street 
railroad, Macon electric light and rail- 
way, and the Metropolitan street rail- 
way, which properties have been bought 
by Richmond, Baltimore and Savannah 
capitalists at an estimated cost of seven 
hundred thoifsand to one million dollars. 
It Is quite apparent today that council 
does not intend to act hastily in the 
matter. Printed copies of all contracts, 
agreements and papers existing on the 
official records of the city relative to the 
street railways are being prepared in 
pamphlet form, under a resolution by 
Alderman Pearson, and a copy will be 
furnished to each alderman for study and 
consideration. 

It is regarded that more than a mere 
ratification of the merger is involved. 
It is considered that the question of fran- 
chises looms up prominently. 

It is true that the franchise of the Ma- 
con Copsolidated Street Railroad Com- 
pany to run on the streets of Macon is 
for 101 years, of which period only about 
ten or eleven years have expired, but it 
is also true that the exclusive use of the 
streets occupled by the Consolidated was 
granted for twenty years, and at least 
half of this time has expired. 

The franchise of the Macon Electric 
Light and Railway Company was grant- 
ed for twenty years, and half of this 
tfme has expired. 

The franchise of the Metropolitan com- 
pany is for 101 years, and ten or twelve 
years of this time have expired. 

It is believed that the new purchasers 
of the above lines would like for council 
to give the merger lines a franchise for 
fifty years. This would be a lengthen!ng 
of the franchise of the Macon Electric 
Light and Railway Company and a short- 
ening of the franchise of the Macon 
Consolidated and the Metropolitan com- 
panies. It is not thought that the 
merger company will be granted the ex- 
clusive use of the streets. 

The public is awaiting with curiosity 
and interest to learn what will be the 
final outcome from the announcement by 
Senator A. O. Bacon of the existence of 
his contract with the Metropolitan street 
railroad. The features of this contract 


“have been published in The Constitution. 


he public will not be surprised to hear 
“ut Senator Bacon’s street railway, the 
North and South, will be included in the 
merger. If this is done all.of the lines in 
Macon will then be consolidated and the 
people will enjoy transfers over the four 
lines to all parts of the city, and much 
property in North Macon will be develop- 
ed by the #peration of the North and 
South railroad to it, and the city of Ma- 
con will reap the benefit in taxation from 
this property. 
An Interesting Hearing. 

This was an interesting day in the 
hearing in the bankruptcy. case of 
Rogers & Joiner Company. R. Morrigon 
Rogers, of the firm, was on the witness 
stand and he-.was subjected to a rigid 
cross-examination. He refused to an- 
swer certain questions and opposing 
counsel will seek to have him forced to 
answer them. The hearjng seems to be 
reaching the sensational stage. Rogers 
was asked what became of a large stock 
of goods that was hypothecated at banks, 
and other questions of an interesting na- 
ture, but he declined to answer...

Our valued contemporary, The State, 
of Columbia, views with some appre- 
hension the acquirement of several 
large newspaper properties by Mr. 
Adolph S. Ochs, now the owner of 
The Chattanooga ‘Times, The New 
York Times, The Philadelphia’ Times 
and lastly The Philadelphia Ledger. 
The State recalls that Mr. Ochs and 
his brother George were salaried re 
porters of The Chattanooga Times 
but a few years ago and now the 
former is credited with paying out 
$4,250,000 for newspaper plants with- 
in five years. ‘From these facts The 
State argues that there is a “snake in 
the grass,” and that it must be the 
capitalistic crowd that fattens on mo- 
nopoly and special governmental priv- 
ileges, and that through Mr. Ochs it is 
syndicating “a newspaper trust,” to in- 
fluence public opinion. 

The facts in the case do not seem 
to us compatible with The State’s the- 
ory. Even the four admirable news- 
papers that Mr. Ochs has acquired 
would constitute but a feeble trust 
against the great mass of presses in 
the nation that are not subservient 
to the monopolists and trust opera- 
tors, and Mr. Ochs is too sensible to 
believe that his four guns could si- 
lence the thousands of unmuzzled Co- 
Iumbiads of democracy, even had he 
the notion to serve the trusts as 
against the people. 

It seems to us that The State misses 
the essential fact in this remarkable 
case of Mr. Ochs. He began with 
no capital save brains anf energy and 


}acquired, after years of economy and 


good management, the control of The 
Chattanooga Times. He made it pay 
from the day he took over its title. 
His splendid business abilities shone 
in every detail of his management. 
When his opportunity came to negoti- 
ate for The New York Times he took 
his record of business sagacity and 
enterprise to New York and capitaliz- 
ed it among those who had confidence 
in him. He bought the paper and con- 
verted it from a moribund sheet into 
a strong rival of its metropolitan con- 
freres. Now he has capitalized two 
successes 80 as to be able to secure 
two more great papers and try 
his hand at converting them into more 
distinctly paying institutions.

Helping Out the President. 

The president is credited with a sin- 
cere desire to draw the claws of the 
trusts and render them harmless big 
partnerships without power to control 
production, output and prices. Every 
one recognizes that as a most laudable 
and patriotic aspiration.

The managers of and large majority of 
the stock and bondholders in trusts 
inhabit the solid republican precincts 
of the union.

One of the questions on the constitutional 
law examination was the same as was 4is- 
cussed in your editorial. ‘ 

I should like the courtesy of your columns 
to briefly express my views 
the study of constitutional Jaw under one of 
the greatest legal minds of the century, the 
late James Bradley Thayer. , 

The act as introduced by Senator Hoar, of 
Massachusetts, purports to be for the protec- 
tion of citizens of the United States and res- 
ident aliems against mob vivience if the states 
fail to protect them. It in substance pro- 
vides that the putting to death of a citizen 
of the United States by a*mob in default of 
such Citizens by the state or its officers, shall 
be deemed a dénial to the citizen by the state 
of the equal protection of the laws, etc. 

The right of congress to pess such an act 
will undoubtedly be approved frcem two yiew- 
points. o 

The one forms a basis for the present dis- 
cussion, the other dees not. The one must 
be found in the constitution of the United 
States, the other must be left to the sound 
Giscretion of congress. 

The one fs a legal doctrine, the other ts a 
political doctrine. 

It is essential to keep these two phases 
of the question clearly apart. I wish to im- 
press upon my readers that if the considera- 
tion of the question I have endeavored to 
eliminate all questions of public policy, dif- 
ferences in the conditions and sectional feel- 
ings. I am discussing the legal constitu- 
tional right of congress to pass such a law. 

The power of congress to so legislate has 
been sought under the fourteenth amendment 
and under the treaty-making jower of the 
United States. 

The controversy is one that has existed ever 
since our national constitution was framed, 
and it will exist so long as our present con- 
stitution stands. 

It is a controversy between federa] and 
state rights. 

If there is one principle that is clearly ¢s- 
tablished, it is the principle enunciated by the 


found in the thirteenth amendment of the 
constitution of the United States, viz: Only 
such powers as are given to congress either 
expressly or by necessary implication may be 
exercised by congress. All other powers are 
reserved to the states. 

In attempting to find the power of congress 
to pass such a law under the fourteenth 
amendment, the cause and the nature of the 
amendment are most important 

The cause was the civil war. 

Tts nature is that it is directed against the 
states and state action and not against indl- 
vidual action. 

It is corrective, and direct affirmative legis- 
lation is forbidden. 

The fourteenth amendment dces say no cit- 
izen shall be deprived of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law and po 
citizen shall be deprived of equa) protection 
of the law, but in so declaring the amend- 
ment speaks to the states and not to individ- 
vals. This is clearly established in the cfvil 
rights cases (109 U. 8., p. 3). Im these cases 
citizens of color were denied admittance to 
opera houses and inns. The supreme court 
of the United States held unconstitutional an 
act of congress legislating against such in- 
dividual action. 


that no state shal) impair the obligation of 
contracts. 

This does not give congress the right to leg- 
islate against individuals breaking their con- 
tracts though the etates afforded no remedy. 
In strict analogy we must see that the pro- 
posed law is unconstitutionas. The necessary 
state action, or rather non-action which the 
law assumes, is absent. 

Another objecticnable feature in the pro 
posed law is that it attempts to define what 
is a denial of,.the eyual protection of the 
law. 

This bit of judicial legislation must fall. 

What is a denial of the equal protection of 
the laws is a judicial question and not a 
legislative one. It is therefore a question for 
the courts and not for the legislature. 

The treaty-making power of the United 
States is vested in the president and the sen- 
ate. -And congress has the power to enforce 
such treaties by proper legislation. 

Even assuming that the act would be con- 
stitutional in reference to resident aliena, 
iz becomes too broad in its scope when it 
attempts to protect the ‘ives of native resi- 
dents. 

Thus it may be easily seen that the main 
object of this legislation must fall. Respect- 
fully, MILTON HIRSCH.

During the time the committee was in 
secret session the city sexton was heard 
from, and gave the committee several 
papers, supposedly recetpt& that they did 
not -offer to make public. George Beau- 
champ was also sent for and was before 
the committee some time, but what he 
said to the committee or what questions 
the committee asked were not made 
public. Mr. Beauchamp is the party who 
is said to have bought a lot and found 
& grave upon it. 

When the secret session was over sev- 
eral witnesses were called in and asked if 
they would mind answering a few ques- 
tions in regard to newspaper stories that 
have been published. Quite a mass of 
sensational testimony was developed from 
this source and the names of several 
other witnesses were secured.

MUST ANSWER 
FOR MURDER 
‘Camp Warden and Physician 


To Be Prosecuted for Con- 
vict’s Death. 


PUT KENT IN A “SWEATER.” 
AND HE DIED THE NEXT DAY 


Deputy Warden Ponder Charged with 
Murder, and Dr. Minter Held as . 
an Accessory—Facts Were 
Withhela for a Period 


of Two Years. 


Willis Ponder, deputy warden in charge 
of the penitentiary camp at Jakin, Early 
county, and Dr. H. G Minter, physician 
of the camp, will have tc answer to the 
courts the charge of murder as the re- 
sult of the death about two years ago 
of Frank Kent, a hegro convict, due to @ 
cruel and inhuman form of punishment. 

The facts in the case were only recent- 
ly communicated to the prison commis- 
sion in a letter written by Simon O’Nelll, 
@ recently pardoned convict, sent up from 
Chatham county for voluntary man- 
slaughter. O’Nelll’s charges against 
those in authority at the camp were 
made through the nowspapers just after 
he was given his lHberty. 

According to the statement made by 
O'Neill, Frank Kent met his death as the 
result of a form of punishment not au- 
thorized by the prison commission and 
about which nothing was known until) 
O’Neill’s charges appeared. 

J. M. Vittetoe was the deputy wardsn 
in charge of the camp at the time and 
Ponder was his assistant. Vittetoe has 
since died and Ponder was promoted to 
his place. Warden Vittetoe was called 
away from the camp on May 16, 1900, the 
day in question, but before leaving, it is 
stated, gave Ponder orders to put Kent 
in what they called a “sweater.” This 
consists in confining the victim in a place 
near @ red not stove completely covered 
with many blankets. This punishment 
was administered by several convicts at 
the direction of Ponder, O’ Neill and an- 
other convict named Stovall being wit- 
nesses. 

Kent was kept fn this condition as long 
as it was thought advisable, or about 
three hours. He was then completely ex- 
hausted and Dr. Minter did all he could 
to revive him, but the next day Kent 
died. The punishment was inflicted be- 
cause, it is stated, Kent was rather an 
unruly conviét and did not like to work. 

No report of the mattér was ever made 
to the commission by the camp authori- 
ties, and Dr. Minter’s report simply stated 
that Kent had died from cerebral congeés- 
tion. Two years later, or a short time 
ago, the matter came to the attention 
of the prison commission and an inves- 
tigation was at once made with the re- 
sult that Ponder and Minter will be pros- 
ecuted, the first for murder and the sec- 
ond as accessory after the fact. 

Warden Moore’s Report. 

The charges were investigated by War- 
den Jake Moore, of the Georgia penitsn- 
tiary, and he found them true so far as 
they relate ts» the case of Frank Kent. 

Warden Moore's report on the case Is 
as follows: 

Office of the Prison Commission of Geormia. 

Atlanta, Ga., July 24, 1902.—To the Prison 

ommission of Georgia, Atlanta, Ga.:— 

ntlemen: In oempliance with your instruc- 
tions, I made a careful investigation of the 
charges recently made, through the press, by 
a pardoned convict, one Simon J. O'Neil, re- 
cently discharged, against the officials of the 
prison at Jakin, in Early county, regarding the 
death*of Frank Kent, @ convict confined there, 
on or about the 17th day of May, 1900, and 
beg leave to report the following facts: 

J. M: Vittetoe was in charge of the prison, 
as deputy warden. Willis Ponder was bis 
assistant deputy warden, and Dr. H. G. Min- 
ter was the local physician in charge of the 
medical department there. 

Frank Kent was a negro convict, about 20 
years of age. I am informed that He was 
very obstinate and dnsubordinate, refusing to 
do the labor required of him, in spite of the 
usua] punishment inflicted upon him. On the 
i6th of May, 1900, Warden Vittetoe wae 
called to Blakely on business, but before leav- 
ing gave Ponder orders to put Kent in what 
they called ‘‘a sweater,”’ a mode of punish- 
ment not authorized by the commission and 
never before heard of in the Georgia peniten- 
tiary, viz: Confining him near a hot stove, 
completely covered with many blankets. 

These orders were carried out Dy one Perry 
Jackson, a colored convict, then doing yard 
work, assisted possibly by other convicts. Pon- 
der, in. the absence of Vittetoe, being in 
charge, ‘consenting thereto, giving directions and 
aiding therein, there being present, besides 
Ponder and the convict Jackson, two white 
convicts, Simon J. O’Nell and J. J. Stovall. 

In carrying out these orders Kent was con- 
fined near a hot stove and about fifteen pairs 
of blankets put upon him, covering his entire 
Dody and head, and kept in that position for 
two or three hours, and when it was discov- 
ered that he was well nigh exhausted he was 
released and Dr. Minter sent for, who pro- 
nounced his condition serious. Dr. Minter did 
all he could to restore him, but he died some 
time during the night. In his weekly report 
Dr. Minter reported this case age follows: 

‘‘Admitted to hospital May 16, i900, Frank 
>, re congestion. Died May 1/7, 

Believing the report to be true and that 
Kent had died under treatment of the physi- 
cian from natural causes, no investigation 
was made. 

Vittetoe died shortly after this, and Ponder 
succeeded him, by order of the commission, 
and is now deputy warden at that prison, and 
Dr. Minter is sti in charge of the hospital. 
This, in my epinion, was a diabolical crime, 
and the strange part of it is that committed 
in broad daylight, with a number of witnesses 
present, more than two years ago, no ow!- 
edge of the facts was ever communicated to 
me, or any other official, until now, and that, 
too, despite the fact that the grand jury of 
Early county have several times visited and 
inspected this prison, as have Nkewise leg- 
islative committees from both the houge and 
senate, besides my own inspection moré than 
@ score of times. 

Ponder says the reason he failed to report 
the facts was because Vittetoe eald he had 
reported the matter to me, which was not 
true. 

Convict Stovall gave the same reason. Con- 
vict Jackson says he did not report it because 
Vittetoe threatened to punish him if he did. 
Dr. Minter, who seems to have been cognizant 
of the facta after the punishment had been 
inflicted and who knew the cause of Kent's 
death, says he cid not it because 
Vittetoe promised him that ff he did not he 
would never again use such mode of punish-

“Of course, there is notiing left for the 
commission to do but to prosecute the 
parties vigorously, and, to this end, l 
procurec a warrant to be issued against 
Ponder for murder, and Minter as ac- 
cessory after the fact, which has been 
placed in the hands of Solicitor General 
J. A. Laing, of Dawson, who has been 
requested by the governor to personally 
attend the committal court and prosecute 
them on behalf of the state. The evi- 
dence, as we see it, is strongly against 
them, but the courts must determine 
their guilt or innocence.”

Therefore it will not interfere with ans 
other Methodist church and will be a 
remedy for the congested state of affairs 
now in existence in the heart of Atlanta 

Dr. Bigham stated that it would be a 
movement with the whole of Atlanta 
Methodism at the back of it. The project 
has the hearty indorsement of Bishop 
Candler, Dr. C. E. Dowman and Dr. Big- 
ham. Bishop Candler said that it would 
take between $50,000 and $75,000 to erect 
a suitable church or tabernacle, 

The business session began at 9 o’clock 
with Bishop Candler in the chair. A 
large number of ministers and friends as- 
sembled. The remainder of the reports 
from churches were read, all showing 
that the churches were improving rap- 
idly. 

At 1 o'clock Bishop Candler preached. 
He took for his text II Corinthians v:1¢1. 
The sermon was a strong one and was 
listened to with interest. 

The afternoon session was given up to 
reports and to short addresses.

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BUILDER OF PUBLIC PARKS: 


TELLS OF THEIR ADVANTAGE 


OHN C. OLMSTED, senior member 
J of the firm of Olmsted Bros., of 

Brookline, Mass., the noted land- 
scape architecfs, is in the city giving 
personal direction to the planning of 
park improvements near Kirkwood. 

Mr. Olmsted is the son of the famous 
Frederick Olmsted, who planned and ex- 
ecuted the work of Central park, New 
York, the Riverside drive of that city, 
Franklin park of Chicago, and all of the 
large parks in and near Boston. 

Like his father, he has followed the 
profession of park building, and is him- 
self a landscape artist of considerable 
experience. 

At present he is interested in the plan- 
ning of a number of parks for large 
cities over the country. 

He is a great believer in park improve- 
ments, and in the tremendous advantage 
a city derives from having parks situat- 
ed near enough for the people to get out 
and enjoy the-fresh air. 


In talking along this line last night, he 
said: sa 

“Yes, without a doubt, it is true that 
parks are great health preservers. It is 
a common saying, but its commonness 
does not detract from the truth of the 
statement, that fresh air is absolutely 
essential tea a man’s physical and mental 
well-being, and, I might also add, his 
welfare. The blood demands 
fresh air, and the body and brain de- 
mand blood. 

“The large cities having parks, near by. 
where the inhabitants can go in the 
afternoons and at night and breathe free- 
ly for a short time, always have a low 
death rate. 

“Aside from the feature of health, well- 
kept parks have the effect of cultivating 
the esthetic taste of the people of any 
community. They help to cultivate the 
love of the beautiful in nature, and in 


doing this enlarge mén’s souls, thus in- 
creasing the moral tone of the people. 

“Another thing about park* which 
should appeal to the business men of 
any city is that they always pay. An 
instance‘ has never been known where 
the laying out of parks by a city has 
increased one particle the tax rate. They 
pay directly and indirectly, by increasing 
“the valuation of property near them, and 
by increasing the capabilities of the citi- 
zen to do more and better work, since he 
enjoys good health. 

“Boston has within the last few years 
spent $22,000,000 on parks, and has found 
that it was a paying investment. 

“Yes, I am giad to see that the na- 
tional government and the state govern- 
ments, as well as the municipalities, are 
beginning to appreciate the value of set- 
ting aside large tracts for park pur- 
poses. The purchase of the large reser- 
vation in the mountains of north Geor- 
gia, Tennessee and Nortb Carolina should 
be made by the government. It is a 
good project, and I hope it will be car- 
ried out. The purchase and preservation 
of a large tract in the Adirondacks by 
New York state means much for the 
future. 

“And it is to the future in this matter 
that the people of America should loc«. 
The United Stata is not always going to 
be an open country as it now is. It is 
being rapidly settled, and future genera- 
tions are going to be sorely in need of 
parks if they are not provided by the 
present. 

‘Yes, you have a beautiful park here in 
your Grant park, but Atlanta should have 
another and larger, for I understand 
that Grant park is considerably crowded 
on Sundays.’’ 

Mr. Olmsted talked interestingly of the 
parks of Europe, and of the inestimable 
value placed on them by the countries 
of the old world. 

He leaves tonight for Watertown, N.

“NOT GUILTY” 


Superior Court Jury So De- 
clared in Its Verdict Yes- 
terday Afternoon, 


IT WAS OUT FOR ONLY 
ABOUT SIXTY MINUTES 


Zriends of Young Man, While in 
Court Room, Had Difficulty in 
Concealing Their Pleasure 
at Acquittal—Affect- 
ing Scene. 


Morris Greenblatt, the young white 
fan charged with the murder of a ne- 
gro, was declared not guilty by a jury 
in the criminal division of the Fulton 
Buperior court yesterday afternoon. 

The jury was out about an hour. When 
the verdict was read there were many 
friends of the young fellow in the court 
foom and these controlled theip feelings 
with difficulty. Outside they congratu- 
lated Greenblatt. The boy’s sister was 
fn the court room, but the two did not 
meet until both got out of the building, 
The meeting was an affecting one. 

All the evidence in the case was intro- 
Guced Thursday by the time court ad- 
journed for the day and argument was 
taken up the first thing yesterday morn- 
ing. The young man was represented 
by Attorneys Kontz & Austin. 

The evidence was to the effect that 
@ negro came into the Peters street store 
of Greenblatt’s father, where young 
Greenblatt was engaged as a clerk, and 
ran off with some clothing. The young 
Man gave chase and caught the thief. 
The negro was brought back to the store, 
and, while awaiting the arrival of an of- 
ficer, he caught up several pairs of pants 
4nd bolted again. 

This was the testimony of the young 
man’s sister, who was in the store at 
the time the affair occurred. Greenblatt 
had a pistol and another man in the 
Btore told him to shoot, at the same 
time trying to. get possession of the 
weapon himself. The revolver was dis- 
charged and the negro was fatally 
wounded. Greenblatt was indicted by 
the grand jury On a charge of murder 
and his trial began before Judge F. C. 
Foster last Thursday morning.

AN INVITATION THAT WILL 


BE OFFICIALLY IGNORED 


Adjutant General Was Asked To Send White and 
Colored Troops to Olympian Games-=Lee 
County’s Primary. 


ON. PHIL COOK, secretary of state, 

gia volunteers, colored,” is the way 
an invitation sent to the Georgia troops 
through Adjutant General J. W. Robert- 
son by the officers of the International 
Olympian games of 194, to be held in 
Chicago, read. 


The letter conveying this invitation is 
signed by Edward C. Young, chairman. 
and Gordon Strong, secretary, the former 
bearing the title of colonel and the lart- 
ter that of major. It seems they, with 
others, have charge of the military pro- 
gramme of the Olympian games and are 
seeking to arouse interest in them among 
both white and colored troops. After 
presenting the scope of the military 
features of the games the letter proceeds 
to urge the adjutant general to do all 
he can toward securing the attendance of 
a large delegation of “Georgia volun- 
teers and Georgia volunteers, colored,”’ 
On the occasion in question. The letter 
all the way through teems with the word 
“colored,” seeming to lay special stress 
on the fact that they want the negro 
troops there, 

“I don’t know why they sent me any 
such letter as that,’’ the adjutant general 
said, speaking of the matter. “Of course 
I shall pay no attention to it. Georgia 
is not in the habit of mixing her white 
and colored troops on any occasion and 
certainly could give no official counte- 
nance to any such invitation as that.’’ 

A large number of officers and direc- 
tors is engaged in working up the Olym- 
plan games for Chicago in 1904, and ap- 
parently they seem anxious to have repre- 
sentatives from every state. Under the 
circumstances stated, however, Georgia 
will not be found on the programme, 
certainly not on the military feature of 
it, and the same will probably be found 
true of every other southern state. Those 
interested in the success of the games 
have made a mistake, Genera] Robertson 
thinks, in including the colored troops, 
if they hope to have any representative 
from the states of the south. Certainly 
the military authorities will take no cog- 
nizance of it.

RULE 25 AMENDED 
BY COMMISSION 


To Apply to Transportation. 
CHANGE AN IMPORTANT ONE 


Will Obviate Many Controversies in 
Handling Cars Short Distances. 
Amendment to Rule 30 Not 
Acted On—Other Mat- 

ters Passed On. 


a 


The railroad commission yesterday de-; 
cided to adopt the proposed amendment 
to rule 25 so as to make the switching 
rate of $2 per car apply also:to the trans- 
fer and transportation of cars within 
the switching distance of 3 miles. 

Heretofore the rule has been constriea = 
to apply only to the switching of cars 
brought in from a distance or cars loaded 
for shipment beyond the limits of switch- 
ing yards or of cities. The commission 
has amended the rule so as to make it 
apply also to transportation within any 
distance less than 3 miles, so that a car 
may be loaded on one railroad in At- 
lanta, for instance, and shipped to an- 
other on the other side of the city for 
unloading at the rate of $2 per car. The 
rule heretofore has been the cause of 
many controversies which the amend- 
ment will obviate. 

Rule 25 as amended reads as follows: 
A charge of no more than $2 per car without 
regard to weight or contents, will be allowed 
for transporting, switching or transferring a 
loaded car from any point on any railroad to 
any connecting railroad or to any ware house, 
sidetrack or other customary point of delivery 
which may be designated by the e6onstgner 
within a distance of 3 miles from the point 
of starting. 

When in the transfer, switching or transpor- 

tation of a car between said points, it is nec- 
essary to pass over the lines of any imme- 
diate road or roads, the maximum charge of 
$2 shall be equitably divided between the 
roads at interest. 
When a charge is made for the transfer, 
switching or transportation of loaded cars be- 
tween said potnts no additional charge shall 
be made for the return of the empty cars. 


Other Matters Attended To. 


The railroad commission also had the 
proposed amendment to rule 30, which 
proposes to give a railroad refusing to 
let its cars @wo on another road. or to 
one refusing to receive cars from an- 
other road, its share of the joint rate less 
20 per cent. It was decided, however, to 
defer action on this amendment until a 
future meeting. 

The petition of the Macon and Blir- 
mingham railroad for permission to tTe- 
move its station of Moran, in Crawford 
county, to another point on the line was 
refused. The commission thought the 
present location the best: one for it, and 
the citizens of that place protested vig- 
orously against any change. 

Upon application of the Atlanta, Knox- 
ville and Northern railroad, the com- 
mission decided to give marble tile, the | 
same low rate as applies to other marble, 
that is, class P in car load lots and two- 
thirds of class 6 in less than car load 
lots. It is rather unusual for a railroad 
to make application for the reduction 
of a rate, and the case is interesting on 
that account, 

The demurrage rule providing that 
more time shall be allowed consignees 
for unloading all in excess of three cars 
received at the same time was construed 
to mean that the cars must all be re- 
ceivéd over the same road. 

The petition of the citizens of Hosch- 
ton asking that the Gainesville, Jefferson 
and Southern be compelled to remove a 
sidetrack which brings’ another section 
into competition with them was declined 
by the commission on the ground that 
it -had no right to interfere with any- 
thing necessary to public convenience. 
The commission amended demurrage 
rule No. 1 so as to require the consignee 
of a car to give notice of where he wants 
that car whenever it is brought within

Southern Securities Company. 

Within the past few days there has 
been a great revival of the talk of the 
possibility of the formation of the 
Southern Securities Company to take 
over all the roads in this section. 

Referring to this a late issue of The 
Daily Financial News says: 

“The study of ancient history is not. 
always unprofitable. Looking over the 
past is a fair guide to the future and 
this applies to railroads as well as to 
other and more individual affairs. Two 
years ago we learned on what we now 
consider the best atithority that in due 
time a consolidation of the roads in the 
south would be arranged. The first step 
in this direction was taken when J. P. 
Morgan & Co. undertook and successfully 
earried through the reorganization of the 
Richmond and Danville and the Richmond 
Terminal properties, which now form the 
Southern railway system, with the ad- 
ditions that have een made since 18%. 
The development of the system during the 
past half dozen years has been of the 
most thorough character and it is claimed 
by the management that the Southern js 
now only second to such roads as the 
Pennsylvania an@ the New York (Cen- 
tral] in the matter of physical condition 
and equipment. It is essentially a Mor- 
gan property,‘and both classes of stock 
are held in a voting trust of which J. P. 
Morgan, George F. Baker and Charles 
Lanier are the trustees. This trust will 
continue until 5 per cent has been paid 
in one year upon the preferred stock. 
There is, therefore, no ground on which 
to look for any dividend on the common 
until after the voting trust is dissolved. 
At the present fate of earnings and the 
selling price for the common the latter 
appears to be selling at full value. 

“The bullish element on these stocks 
is bringing forward arguments in favor 
of higher prices, one of which we quote: 
‘That J. FP. Morgan & Co. have not 
abandoned the idea of forming the 
Southern Securities as soon as the North- 
ern Securities Company shall be held to 
be a valid corporation is believed to be 
strongly indicated in the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Company's acceptance 
of the provisions of the present constitu- 
tion of Kentucky in a paper filed in the 
office of the secretary of state at Frank- 
fort. For ten years and nearly ten months 
the Louisville and Nashville, operating 
under a charter granted in the early 50s, 
has refused to take this step, being one 
of the few corporations which has per- 
sisted in its refusal, and now that it has 
changed front so soon after its contro! 
has passed from the Belmont and Roths- 
childs to the banking firm of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., is taken as an admission that 
the much discussed merger with the 
Southern railway is. one of the certainties 
of the future.’

PASSING THRONG. 


‘If the local and statte legislative bodies 
of the south would stop hammering away 
at the whisky and cigarette questions and 
devote themselves to other and greater 
evils first the south would be vastly better 
off,”” remarked a young physician yester- 
day.

With. drugs it’s entirely 
different. Once the habit is formed, and 
the natural tendency is. to increase the 
dose day by day and week by week and 
year by vear until the poor victim {s hope- 
lessly in its clutches and cannot free him- 
self no maitter how hard he mayetry. In 
fact, it is so rare that a morphine or co- 
caine user confines himself to a lMmited 
dose each day, that sucn cases are’ point- 
ed out by the medica fraternities as 
wonderful, 

“You would be. simply surprised and 
horrified if I were to tell you the names of 
some of Atlanta's most prominent men 
and women who are tied hand and foot, 
the slaves of this awful habit. Scarcely 
a day passes that I am not called on by 
some woman who is a victim of the 
habit and who wants me jo give her an 
injection of either morphine or cocaine. 
The majority of this class are ladies of 
fashion who do not care for their regular 
family physician to know that they are 
using it: Invariably I decline to prescribe 
the drug’ when IJ can get out of it, but 
there are times when the case is imper- 
altive. 

‘Tf these users of morphine and other 
opiates only Knew that they did not de- 
ceive anybody, I fancy the habit would 
be less frequently found. In point of 
fact, however, it has got to vaat point 
where the veriest tyro can spot a user of 
drugs almost at a glance. There are cer- 
tain unmistakable signs which crop out, 
no matter how hard the victim may ‘try 
to conceal it, that invariably betray the 
momphine fiend. Poor wretches, they de- 
ceive no one but themselves. 

“Among the young men of Atlanta the 
habit is simply playing thhavoc. Countless 
numbers of the brightest minds in the 
citv are daily being. drug-sapped and the 
number is steadily growing each day. 

“Now. what T started out to sav. is that 
the law ought to throw some rigid restric- 
tion around the sale of these drugs and 
the officers of the law ougnt to see that 
the law is carried out. The liquor traffic 
is well regulated, but ihe drug habit is 
not. Any voung man can go into a drug 
store and. by pretending that the wants 
the drug for some one else, secure it with 
ease. My idea js that every sale of mor- 
phine, cocaine or similar drug should be 
restricted to a prescripticn from a physi- 
clan. In this way the difficulty to the 
beginner would be so great as to cause 
him to abandon the attempt. T’nless 
something is done the manhood and wom- 
anhood of the country is doomed to be 
greatly imperiled.”

Insufficient fuel is the one serious difficulty 
in the iron and steel industry, interruyRions 
and delays from this cause becoming more 
noticeable each day. Supplies of coal are 
curtailed by, the strike, although coke ovens 
are making “new records of production. Ship- 
ments are retarued by the car and motive 
power shortage. In a market where there 
is comparative dullness, because deliveries 
cannot be made promptly, the outlook for long 
continued activity seems favorable, especially 
as scarcity of fuel cannot continue a factur 
indefinitely. All forms of pig iron have sold 
ahead and there is no evidence of over-pro- 
duction in the near future at least. Billercs 
are stih somewhat unsettled by heavy im- 
portations, yet domestic prices are steady and 
further foreign arrivais are expected. A new 
week has brought out more liberal orders for 
railway supplies, and the structural mills have 
taken contracts dating still further into the 
year. Further advances are reported in spel- 
ter, which has shown great strength during 
the,past two weeks, but other minor metals 
tended toward weakness. 

Footwear factories have returned to almost 
full operation, contracts coming forward free- 
ly from wholesalers at the large cities. 

Aside from moderate buying for Red Sea 
ports there has been little trade in the ex- 
port division of the cotton goods market. 
Domestic purchases are confined to imme- 
diate requirements, as a rule, the finer grades 
alone being ordered in advance. Conserva- 
tism is still shown by sellers. 

New lines of men’s woolen and worsted 
fabrics are opened slowly. Quotations are 
unchanged. 

There was less activity in the speculative 
markets for the leading cereals yet prices 
were fairly well maintained. .Meats were 
somewhat weaker on larger receipts and 
smaller export buying.. Among the other sta- 
ples coffee continues active and firm, de- 
spite the statistical situation, while cutton 
was irregular, because improved trop pros- 
pects acted in opposition to the brisk demand 
for consumption. Finally. the former in- 
fluence prevailed .and quotations declined 
sharply.
